Every  Christiaijjj 
at  home,  who  has  a Chinese  laundrymaij 
or  neighbor,  can  work  for  the  Kingdom  II 
China  by  trying  to  win  these  people  tq 
Christ,  for  every  one  of  them  expects  to  re« 
turn  to  his  native  land,  and  when  they  do£ 
they  shall  be  men  of  importance  in  theil 
native  community  for  they  tying  bacl< 
enough  of  American  gold  to  make  them 
rich  men  out  here.  And  the  attitude  o| 
these  rich  and  travelled  natives,  once  the 
despised  and  often  persecuted  "John  China* 
man  of  our  American  cities,  toward  the 
missionaries  and  Christianity  will  depend 
largely  on  whether  they  saw  Christ  in  the 
lives  of  the  people  among  whqm  they  lived! 

We  sailed  from  San  Francisco,  Aug! 
2sth,  on  tbe  Pacific  Mail  Steamer  Man: 
churia,  this  being  the  first  voyage  of  th<i 
largest  vessel  on  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Ther| 
were  over  200  first  class  passengers  antj 
500  ox  600  second  class,  the  latter  mostly 
Chinese.  And  what  I say  in  the  abov* 
was  exemplefied  on  this  ship.  I founc^ 
a number  of  Chinese  Christians,  one  o( 
them  a preacher,  who  were  returning  tej 
China  to  live  and  whobe  influence  will  bi, 
for  Christianity  when  they  reach  home. 

There  was  a very  cosmopolitan  passen4 
ger  list  in  the  first  cabin,  a number  of  racci 
being  represented.  Among  them  were  th«i 
Japanese  and  Philippine  Commissions  tq 
the  World’s  Fair,  American  Army  and 
Civil  officials  going  to  the  Philippine 
Islands,  missionaries  for  Japan,  China,  th4 
Philippine  Islands,  Siam  and  India  tour| 
ists,  merchants  and  others.  Our  voyage 
was  most  pleasant,  the  sea  being  quietj 
mos  t of  the  time  or  our  great  steamer  sd 
steady  that^we  did  .not  notice  the  waves! . 


it.  A query  for  some  of  your  readers  with 
a metaphysical  turn  of  mind.  At  a point 
just  Last  of  the  line,  Bro.  Bryan  and  I 
were  having  an  innocent  game  of  chess,  on 
Saturday  night.  A few  minutes  later  we 
were! playing  on  Sunday.  Had  we  sinned? 
If  so,  were  we  responsible  or  the  inter- 
national agreement?  We  solved  the  prob- 
lem  by  quitting  to  avoid  the  appearance 
of  evil. 

W>  spent  one  day  at  Honolulu,  Hawaiian 
Islands,  where  in  the  century  just  passed 
Foreign  Missions,  or  better  Christianity 
in  foreign  lands,  won  one  of  its  greatest 
triumphs,  in  its  irresistible  advance  extend- 
ing over  2,000  years.  Early  in  the  century 
the  Congregational  Church  sent  oat  a 
number  of  missionaries  and  they  found 
the  Hawaiians  destroying  their  idols  and 
ready  to  turn  to  a religion  that  would 
satisfy  their  longings.  They  found  Chris- 
tianity what  they  wanted  and  some  of 
those  first  missionaries  lived  to  see  idola- 
; try  completely  overthrown  and  Chris- 
tianity triumphantly  established.  A 
daughter  of  one  of  these  early  migsionaries 
was  on  our  ship  and  I had  the  pleasure  of 
along  conversation  with  het. about  this 
triumph  of  our  Lord.  She  told  me  that 
she  had  a daughter  who  would  soon  go  to 
J&pan  as  a missionary.  Thus  does  Chris- 
tianity propagate  itself. 

Triumphant  in  one  place  it  goes  on  to 
new  conquests. 

Late  in  Sept,  we  reached  Japan,  where 
we  spent  over  two  weeks  waiting  for  a 
steamer  for  China.  But  it  was  not  a tire- 
soitie  task  to  spend  this  time  in  beautiful 
and  interesting  Japan.  I cannot  take  the 
time  to  tell  of  the  enjoyable  hours  we  had 
in  Yokohama.  Tokio,  tbe  Capitol,  Kobe 
and  Nagasaki  We  found  Japan  a most 
beautiful  country  and  after  seeing  it  one 
does.not  wqnder  that  tbe  Japanese  love  it 
and  are  willing  to  pour  out  their  blood  so 
freely  to  defend  it.  In  such  a lovely  land 
it  is  neither  surprising  that  they  are  an  ar- 
tistic people  and  lovers  of  the  beautiful.  1 
had  seen  their  exquisite  exhibit  at  the 
World’s  Fair,  considered  by  many  the  fin- 
est  there,  and  found  the  shops  in  various

cities  filled  with  the  same  beautiful  ^ pro- 
ducts of  their  art.  And  vet  w-ith  all  It  was 
forced  upon  on*’s  attention  that  Japan  is 
a heathen  country.  AH  about  were  hea- 
then temples,  iti  which  the  people  were  of- 
fering their  vait^  oblations  and  repeating 
their  meaningless  prayers  to  stone  'idols. 

And  we  could  only  pray  for  the  day 
when  the  Japanese  shall  lie  as  willing  to 
give*their  lives  to  their  creator  as  they 
now  do  to  their  country. 

In  Nagasaki,  we  had  the  pleasure  qf  see- 
iog  much  of  Bnq.  E.  N.  Walneand  his  fami- 
ily.  He  is  one  of  our  best  missionaries  in 
Japan,  is  a graduate  of  Miss.  Cpllege 
a former  resident  of  Clinton,  where  his 
father,  well  known  to  all  Miss.  Baptists, 
used  to  reside.  He  and  his  lovely!  wife 
showed  opr  party  much  kindness.  We  al- 
Fo  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  here  Uro, 
Maynard,  another  of  our  So.  Baptist  mist 
sionaries  in  Japan  | ] 

These  brethren  told  us  of  their  work,  it* 
dillicultics,  its  results,  and  its  rewords. 
While  the  war  has  interfered  considera- 
bly  with  their  work  it  had  not  done  as 
much  as  they  fedred  it  might  and  they  feel: 
very  hopeful  as  to  the  future.  And  ihow 
much  reason  thej  Christian  missionary  has 
for  the  hope  of  the  ultimate  conversion  of^fl 
these  heathen  nations,  for  the  mightyjGo*:  A 
has  promised  them  to  his  Son!  PB 

It  was  very  interesting  and  amasitjg  to  ^ 
hear  Dr.  Bryan  and  Mr.  Walrie  arguing  as 
to  the  relative  Merits  of  the  respective; peo- 
ple among  whom  they  work.  Eaeli  be- 
lieved that  he  was  working  among  the! 
greatest  piople  and  it  was  good  to  see 
that  each  one  had  the  brightest  hope*  for 
the  people  to  Wlfom  he  was  preaching  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  the  Gospel.  And 
God  grant  that  both  are  right  that  for 
each  of  these  ,'nations,  with  thousands  of 
years  of  history  l*ehind  them,  their  bright- 
est days  are  still  before  them  because  of 
that  glory  which  Christ  shall  give  them. 

At  last  we  got  a steamer  for  Shanghai 
and  on  Oct.  5th.,  we  reached  China,  the 
land  which  had  lieen  on  our  hearts  ; and 
minds  so  long. 

But  I must  reserve  my  first  impressions 
of  China  for  another  letter.

I shall  submit,  what  I l tliet|e  to  be  some 
of  the  causes  for  this  stateipfi&ffairs. 

1.  .NTfcny,  perhaps  a iiaj&rity,  of  our 
preachers  associate  the,  pos|mercial  idea 
'with  the  ministerial,  andj  IjegRi  as  soon  as 
they  get  through  school  tin  feok  around 
for  churches  which  pay  tjhl  Ingest  Salaries 
comparing  their  talents,  arid  & ir  financial 
worth-  with  those  of  {biSintss  men. 

M any  business  men  wh  tjnigl  know  can 
make  thousands  of  dq)ktrs|  b0t  would  be 
■ most  comsumate  failures  is.  ttc  ministry. 

Andjust  so,  btitreversclylh^lny  apreach- 
er  who  is  a splendid  success  ;ljTa  minister, 
would  be  an  inglorious  i ti|iri<in  t"he  world 
of  business  and  finance.  - y 

Because  one  is  highly  ediif;i|id  and  cul- 
tured, he  should  not  suppiieRhnt  for  that 
reason  he  would  be  wortji  Store  in  the 
business  world  than  manvMvfti  h^veenjoy- 
ed  such  educational  advab|ti&s.  F6r  suc- 
cels  in  business  depends  upfjnHpthcr  Ibings 
than  education  and  cultiffcij’ It  depends 
uponscommon  sense,  th4  Scultyl  ofac- 
quisaiiveness,  and  industry,  ahe  preacher 
who  is  lacking  in  common  $tsje  and  indus- 
try will  not  succeed  any  U»efk,  and  if  God 
should  ever  make  the  bhindiji-  of  calling 
such  a man  into  the  ministrvyhe  had  bet- 
ter not  be  very  choice  ab  t^t  tthe  place  he 
accepts,  for  he  will  always  petfeve  all  that 
he  is  worth. 

Most  of  the  churches  tb<ij  fj  konw  to  be 
pastorless  are  country  atjl  fp  nail  town 
churches.  Is  it  coming  t^O  Ipll,  that  the 
weaker  churches,  because  cannot  or 
have  not  developed  to  wfliere  they  will 
.pay  large  salaries,  are  tf|  Pe  neglected? 

Are  we  not  disregardini  file  master's 
iuuujction  to  go  out  intoT  tke  highways 
and  hedges;  and  the  commfinfe  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  cre;^uf%?  Superior 
equipment  should  never  be  shade  a reason 
for  demanding  a larger  salijrjfij  or  a more 
prominent  social  position, *f>r^the  part  of 
the  preacher.  It  is  n >t  his-VJ^mess  to  con- 
sider position  at  all.  he  has  no 

right  to  accept  a church  sifc[|iv  as  a pref- 
erence.  He* should  consqltaliSjwill  of  t e 
Spirit,  y It  is  the  Lord’s  wt^kSn  which  he 
is  engaged,  and  if  God  whrtfcs  piim  to  take 
a certai  field  of  labor,  he  $hri|ild  enfir  it

at  once,  not  because  of  salary,  Bocial  ad- 
* vantages  cr  anything  else,  but  the  one 
thing,  the  Lord  wants  me  to. 

4 The  church  will  find  its  duty  to  the  pas- 
tor just  as  clearly  taught  in  the  Bible,  as 
he  will  find  his.  God  expects  His  churches 
to  look  well  to  the  sup  ort  of  those  who 
m nister  to  them  in  spiritual  things.  That\ 
is  a matter  which  wholly  concerns  the 
churches.  To  preach  the  Word,  and  tc  be 
instant  in  season  and  out  of  seasen,  is  the 
preacher’s  side  of  the  matter. 

2.  Is  it  not  possible,  yea, probable,  that 
some  of  our  young  men  have  come  to  re- 
gard the  ministry  as  a profession,  to  be 
entered  of  their  choice,  and  turned  to  their 
own  personal  advantage,  just  as  one  who 
enters  the  law,  medicine  or  te*:hingt  or 
any  other  of  the  profesions.  It  seems  to 
me  that  r.e  who  regards  the  ministry  as  a 
calling,  rather  than  a profession,  will  ever 
be  ready  to  say  as  did  Paul : “Lord  what 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?”  Ard  when 
any  diffi.-ult  mission  for  the  Lrrd  is  to  bt 
accomplished,  like  Laiah  h;  will  be  ready 
to  say,  “Here  am  I,  send  me.” 

3.  Preachers  have  caught  the  restless 
spirit  of  the  age.  They  want  to  be  on  the 
move.  They  s??m  to  like  change.  This  is 
not  necessary,  nor  best,  either  for  the 
preachers  or  the  churches.  I know  from 
actual  exp:rience  that  a preacher  does  not 
rave  to  be  often  on  the  move,  provided  he 
is  willing  to  do  hard  work,  and  make  sac- 
rifices. For  twenty-on;  years  I have  lived 
at  the  same  place,  and  all  these  years  I 
have  had  all  the  work  I could  do,  and 
more  offered  me.  I have  not  been  in  debt 
for  a day,  and  have  had  on  my  hands,  a 
good  deal  of  the  time  a large  family,  and 
have  never  received  more  than  five  nun- 
dred  dollars  a year  as  sala  y. 

These  country  :hurches  are  the  feeders  of 
the  city  churches  just  as  the  country 
at  large  is  the  great  feeder  of  the  cities. 
Can  we  afford  to  neglect  the  greet  source 
ol  supplies— the  great  broad  coun.ry  ? No, 
by  no  means. 

4..  Some  pastors  are  not  faithful  to 
tneir  churches,  and  hence  soon  lose  the 
sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the 
churches.  They  are  careless  about  filling 
their  appointments,  and  in  too  great  a 
hurry  to  go  home  after  the  appointment 
has  been  filled,  thus  manifesting  only  a 
slight  interest  in  the  work.  In  due  time 
the  church  decides  to  make  a change.  A 
faithful  pastor  will,  in  nine  cases  in  ten, 
make  faithful  churches. 

5.  The  cause,  in  some  cases,  is  with  the 
churches.  They  fail  to  respond  to  the  pas- 
tor’s plans.  They  are  unwilling  to  be  led 
into  larger  fields  of  servici,  and  with- 
hold what  is  due  the  pastor  in  the  matter 
of  sympathy,  co-operation  and  material 
support.  Thus  discouraging  him,  and 
causing  him  to  seek  more  congenial  work. 

But  the  question  of  churct.es  without 
pastors,  whatever  may  be  the  cause,  is  a 
seri  us  one.  It  means  a decline  in  the 
spirituality  and  efficiency  of  thesechurches. 
They  will  suffer  and  the  cause  will  corres- 
pondingly snffer. 

The  records  show  that  there  are  about 


half  ns  many  Baptist  preacherd  in  Missis 
sippi  as  there  are  Baptist  churches.  There 
must  be  a good  many  idle  preacher*. 
Surely  idl;  preachers  were  no:  called  of 
God,  unless  their  comission  ha?  expired,  or 
infirmity  has  retired  them  from  labo..
